The Constitution­ 
alists are short of ammunition and are 
certain to avail themselves of their 
first seaport to ship war supplies into 
the interior for the campaign against 
Mexico City. 
The American government has nev­ 
er 
made 
a 
clear 
definition 
of its I 
policy toward shipments of arms into 
Mexico from countries other than the 
United States. 
Arms were prevented 
from reaching Huerta through Vera 
Cruz, 
because 
the

was seized by the American 
forces as an act of reprisal. 
The belief was general here that 
the Constitutionalists would have no 
difficulty 
in 
importing 
munitions 
through Tampico in any quantity. 


REBELS MOVE ON SALTILLO 


General 
of 
Villa 
Confident 


Federal City, 


Torreon, 
Mex., 
May 
15.— General 
Francisco Villa, in command of the 
Constitutionalist arm y 
now 
moving 
against Saltillo, before his departure 
said that he is prepared to meet any 
situation which may arise. 
His army 
is provisioned for thirty days and he 
has enough ammunition. 
That Saltillo will be taken is confi­ 
dently believed by the Constitutional­ 
ists here, although apparently the fed­ 
erals will have most of the advantages. 
W ith Saltillo in the hands of the 
Constitutionalists it is thought, here 
the Huerta government w ill have lost 
all claim of control of the greater half 
of Mexico. 
The federals must then 
retire upon San Luis Potosi, making 
it possible for the government of the 
north to concentrate its troops upon 
that point without fear of being out­ 
flanked. 


FEDERALS IN 
BAD 
PLIGHT 


Former Tampico Garrison May Be Cut 


to Pieces. 


Vera Cruz, May 15.— The plight ot 
the federals under Zaragosa, who are 
retiring in the direction of San Luis 
Potosi, is considered by those who 
know the country as extremely seri­ 
ous. 
The Constitutionalists have overrun 
the territory about San Luis Potosi 
and control a considerable portion of 
the railroad. 
Northward toward the 
federal lines the country is rugged 
and barren and probably impassable 
to the weary veterans of Tampico, 
which has long been under siege. 
In Zaragosa’s rear are Constitution­ 
al forces, ready to press after him. 
The general belief here is that the 
little force of federals will be cut to 
pieces 
before 
it reaches 
the 
lines 
south of San Luis Potosi.

Mellen, form erly president of the 
New' York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad, began before the interstate 
commerce commission what is expect­ 
ed to be one of the most amazing sto­ 
ries ever told in the history of high 
finance. 
Mr. Mellen, placed on the stand 
over the emphatic protest of Attorney 
General McReynolds, is the principal 
witness 
in 
the 
proceeding througn 
which the interstate commerce com­ 
mission, by direction of the United 
j States senate, is endeavoring to de­ 
velop the facts concerning the finan­ 
cial operations of the New Haven aud 
its subsidiaries as well as of the much 
discussed Hillard company. 
He promised both personally and 
through his counsel to place at the 
disposal of the commission, every fact 
and “ every scrap of paper with a New 
Haven mark on it,” relating to the 
transactions with which he had to do 
as president of the New Haven sys­ 
tem. 


Anxious to Tell His Story. 


It was evident that Mr. Mellen was 
anxious to tell bis story. 
He had in­ 
dicated his desire in letters hereto­ 
fore produced in the pending inquiry, 
in which he said he was tired of bear­ 
ing the brunt of the criticism heaped 
upon him for the New Haven transac­ 
tions. 
As he seated himself in the high 
backed cathedral chair the witness 
turned smilingly to Chief Counsel Jo 
seph W . Folk. 
His eyes were keen 
and bis glance direct. 
He responded 
to all inquiries promptly, even em­ 
phatically at times. 
His answers dis­ 
closed, too, a sense of humor. 
Mr. Mellen was on the witness stand 
only a little more than an hour.

though he had brought to Washington 
several 
trunks 
full 
of 
papers 
and 
books he did not have all which the 
commission wanted.

Mr. Mellen said that when the hold­ 
ers of W estchester stock came to him 
and asked for their redemption value 
he did not always have the cash with 
him and could not make out checks or 
give them the New Haven stock.

holders of these, 
he testified, 
had 
come to him later, some after he re­ 
signed from the New Haven, and ho 
had given them the cash. 
He said he 
had redeemed about $150,000 worth of 
the due bills in this way, but there 
now' 
were outstanding against him 
the equivalent of $50,000.

Reach Key West and Take Train for

K ey W est, Fla., May 15.— The three 
peace commissioners, Em ilio Rabaza,

Mention of Gunmen’s Fate Af­ 


fects State Witness.

Becker, 
the 
former police 
lieutenant on trial charged with the 
murder 
of Herman 
Rosenthal, the 
gambler, obtained from Bridgie W eb­ 
ber admissions that he had lied to 
Deputy Police Commissioner Dougher­ 
ty, had said things during his direct 
examination that he omitted the first 
time Becker was on trial for his life 
and had made affidavits that he swore 
were false. 
Mention of the death of the four 
gunmen in the electric chair affected 
the witness almost to the point of 
tears. 
But he gripped the arms of 
the witness chair and regained con­ 
trol of himself. 
In its essential 
points 
the story 
Webber told of the murder conspiracy 
remained unchanged by cross-examina­ 
tion. 
Webber said he collected graft 
from gambling houses for Jack Rose 
and had met Becker through Rose. 
“ Becker told me,” Webber said, “ of 
Rosenthals threat to squeal to the dis­ 
trict attorney, then called me aside 
and told me he wanted me to get the 
boys to croak (hat Rosenthal. I 
said 
there would be a lot of trouble if that 
was done and Becker replied, ‘I ’ll fix 
everything. 
There w ill be no trouble. 
I ’ll see to that.’ 
So I agreed to have 
Rosenthal croaked.” 
The state called Rose in redirect 
examination. 
W hen he left the stand 
it wras the general opinion that his 
narrative in the main had not been 
shaken.

Man.v members of congress are much 
disturbed en account of the agitation 
which has followed the action of the 
judiciary committee in reporting the 
prohibition 
and 
woman 
suffrage j 
amendments. 
It is still something of 
a mystery why the Judiciary commit- : 
tee took that action, but it may be ex­ 
plained 
that 
the 
m enders 
became 
w eary of the constant pressure that 
was put upon them. 
E v e ry member was beset by prohibi­ 
tionists to take some action 
which 
would afford the house an opportunity 
to pass upon the Hobson resolution. 
The woman suffragists were equally In­ 
sistent that their measure should not 
be smothered. 
The 
judiciary 
committee 
became 
tired of being called the “ graveyard” 
of all legislation of this character, and 
the 
members determined 
to relieve 
themselves Individually of the pressure 
aiwl let it spread over the entire house. 


Keeping Them Together. 


It is altogether likely that In case 
the committee on rules of the house 
shall decide to bring in a rule allow­ 
ing the house to consider and vote upon 
the prohibition resolution, that a simi­ 
lar action w ill have to be taken on the 
suffrage resolution. 
The suffragists 
have l>een strong enough to keep their 
measure abreast of the prohibition res­ 
olution and the prohibitionists have 
been so earnest that they have been 
w illing to join bands with the suffra­ 
gists in order to promote federal ac­ 
tion on their measure. 
The Democratic caucus bas decided 
against considering 
woman suffrage 
legislation at this session, and tho com­ 
mittee on rules bas followed the in­ 
structions of the caucus and refused to 
report any measure relating to suf­ 
frage. 
But the caucus bas taken no 
such action regarding prohibition aud 
the committee on rules w ill be at lib­ 
erty to provide a day for considering 
prohibition. 
But they w ill not be able j 
to do that without a strong tight on the J 
part of the suffragists. 


Prohibition Is Strong. 
That prohibition has strong support 
in the bouse of representatives there I 
can be no question. 
A few’ years ago 
when 
a drastic measure controlling 
liquor dealing was before the house, it 
took the finest kind of work and flue ! 
manipulation to prevent a direct vote 
in favor of prohibition for the D istrict 
of Columbia, and if such a vote had 
been taken it was almost sure that, it 
would have carried in the house of rep­ 
resentatives and probably in the sen- , 
ate. 
O f course national prohibition is an­ 
other thing, and members would heal- : 
tate to vote for a national measure, al­ 
though they would be w illing to try it 
on the city of Washington. 
Besides, It 
requires a two-thirds vote to pass the 
Hobson resolution, and It is doubtful 
if any such majority could be obtained, i 


Controlled His Emotions. 
Senator Stone of Missouri has just j 
concluded an elaborate argument in fa­ 
vor of the repeal of free tolls, during 
w hich he had discussed at considerable 
length the Democratic platform. 
H e 
was followed briefly by Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts, an old time antag­ 
onist, who said, “ I know’ the senator 
w ill pardon me if I say that his dis­ 
cussion In regard to the Democratic 
platform leaves my emotions personal­ 
ly well within control." 
Lodge is a 
sedate individual, but occasionally he 
delves deep and refutes the idea that 
he is without a sense of humor. 


Lane Could Not See It. 
During discussion of the agricultural 
appropriation bill southern men made 
an earnest plea for the expenditure of 
money to encourage certain forms of 
agriculture in the south that have here­ 
tofore been neglected. 
Senator Itans- 
dell of Louisiana had been making an 
argument showing that the farmers of 
the south were now beginning to raise 
products which heretofore they had 
purchased in the north and west. 
Then Senator Lane of Oregon broke 
in, saying: "\ fe are being asked to fu r­ 
nish the people of the south money 
with which to put ourselves out of 
business. 
They are going to use the 
money to raise all these things which 
they now buy of us. 
I do not see any­ 
thing profitable in that kind of a trade.” 
“ I thought the senator was a patriot,” 
was the comment of Ransdell.

Washington, May 15.— Prairie dogs 
stirred up more trouble in the senate 
than tariff, currency, tolls or woman 
suffrage had done in the entire ses­ 
sion.

another as 
“ falsifier" and Democrats had been 
accused 
of 
converting 
the 
party’s 
economic pledge into a satire. 
It all came about by Senator Ash­ 
iest being absent from the senate 
when it agreed to a $125,000 item in 
the agricultural appropriation bill for 
investigating noxious farm 
animals. 
He asked for a reconsideration so he 
might insert a $.*,,000 increase for an 
investigation for the methods of ex­ 
terminating the prairie dog. which he 
said had uprooted whole townships in 
Arizona. 
Senator Bristow remarked that an 
appropriation for the extermination of 
the prairie dogs is asinine because ev­ 
ery farm er knows how to get rid of 
them. 
“ Everything I do seems asinine to 
the senator from Kansas,” retorted 
Senator Ashurst. 
For a minute the storm promised to 
pass over, but Senator (ironna, an­ 
swering a remark of Senator B ris­ 
tow’, started

The lighting system now being In 
stalled in and along the Panama canal 
is so complete as practically to render 
night Into day, so far as tho great in­ 
teroceanic waterway is concerned. 
In 
the Navy, the organ of the Navy 
Longue of the United States, is a de­ 
scription of the wonderful system of 
lights that is being installed. 
•‘The completed Panama canal," says 
the Navy, "has been called a new won­ 
der of tile world. 
It is more than that. 
It is a combination of wonders united 
in one vast whole. 
Not least among 
these wonders is the system of light­ 
ing which has been installed through 
out the entire length of the waterway 
to enable vessels to utilize night as 
well as day in their passage. 
"Tho contract provided for the in­ 
stallation of fifty-seven complete light 
buoys of the shape, size and dimen­ 
sions specified by tile isthmian canal 
commission, together with installations 
in some of the beacons and range tow- 
ers. 
Acetylene Lighted Buoys. 
"Accordingly the Panama canal is 
lighted throughout by automatic unat­ 
tended lights, each having a distinctive 
characteristic, 
At the entrances and 
through the Gatnn lake the channel Is 
marked by a double row of automatic 
acetylene lighted buoys. The channel 
is further defined by powerful, rapid 
flashing range lights, one set at either 
end 
of 
each 
successive 
tangent. 
Through the Cnlebra cut, or wherever 
tin* proximity of the banks permits, 
beacons will be used instead of buoys. 
“The illumination used is dissolved 
acetylene—that 
Is. 
acetylene 
under 
pressure dissolved in a tank filled with 
a special porous mass and acetone. Ace­ 
tone lias a solvent capacity of twenty- 
five times its own volume per atmos­ 
phere of pressure. Tile acetylene stor­ 
ing capacity of the tank is accordingly 
ton times ifs own volume for each at­ 
mosphere of pressure.

"The gas released from tile tanks 
passes through a governor or reducing 
chandler ami from there Into the flash­ 
ing chamber and tiien passes through 
a pipe to the main burner, where it is 
ignited by a constantly burning pilot 
flame. 
The pilot flame is fed through 
a bypass direct from the governor.

teaches as the eternal verity. 
The 
same Bible that teaches there is a 
heaven to gain teaches that there is 
a hell to shun, and it behooves us to 
give good heed. 
You say eternal punishment is not 
in accord with the character of God. 
But what do you know' about the char­ 
acter of God, since you do not know’ 
God at all? 
What we know about 
the character of God comes to us sole­ 
ly by the revelation of His word. Ile 
has revealed His love and you believe 
it. 
Without revelation you could not 
have known it. 
He has revealed His 
wrath, and without that revelation 
>ou could not have known it nor 
have been prepared1 against the day of 
it. 
But you disbelieve it. not because 
of what you know of God s character, 
but because you do not wish to be­ 
lieve it. 
You ask why punishment should be 
forever and ever. 
Why should God 
permit sin at all? I ask. 
I, like you, 
hate the thought of hell, and also of 
penitentiary, gallows 
and 
electric 
chair. 
But who of us would say turn 
out the more than a quarter of a mil­ 
lion convicts held within the walls 
of the prison of this land? 
Not 
one of you with your ideas of mercy 
and love would dare to do it. 
And if 
human government demands the ex­ 
clusion of offenders from society, how 
can we expect God to rule the uni­ 
verse without a hell? 
But not only does the neglect of 
the Gospel mean eternal woe.
